The Lrish 
Legislature is restricted from pas- 
vingany laws respecting the es- 
tablishment of religionor prohib- 
iting the free exercise thereof, or 
imposing auy privilege or confer- 
ing any disability on acesent of 
religious belief. The bill provides
